‘Italy Will

IRMINGHAM, like all big cities, is bursting for 
room to expand. A Birmingham man thinks he 
has found the space—but it is in Southern Rhodesia, 


where he is staying now! 

A site for a new satellite 
city, which would be the most 
modern in the world, is what 
Mr. Arthur Chatwin tells the 
Lord Mayor and members of 
Birmingham City Council he 
has discovered. 

It is on the ranch of the late 
Gertrude Page, the Empire 
novelist. 

Mr. Chatwin has drawn up de- 
tails of how the new city would 
work and has sent a copy to Mr. 
E. L. Leeming, surveyor to Urm- 
ston (Lancs) Council, whose own 
satellite town plan is being con- 
sidered by the Government, the 
Dominion Prime Ministers and 
the Southern Rhodesian Govern- 


ment, 
“ GIVE A LEAD” 

Mr. Chatwin says: “It is fitting 
that Birmingham, the city of a 
thousand trades, should give the 
lead in sponsoring the idea. We 
could purchase 20,000 acres at £1 
apiece, and use planning experts 
to lay out the most modern city 
in the whole world. The site is 
60 miles north of Salisbury, 5,500 
feet above sea level, very healthy, 
cool and free from malaria. 

“There are unlimited supplies 
ot water for hydro-electric power, 
and within 50 miles of the pe 
is the new £2,000,000 airport being 
built for the London-Cape route.” 

The old Birmingham and the 
new, according to Mr. Chatwin, 
would co-operate. “For in- 
stance,” he says, “if the home 
firm sold an article for £1 in 

Britain their branch in Southern 

Rhodesia would charge the same 

price for the same article sold 

in South Africa. Carriage costs 
would be added as an overhead 
charge to ali the firm’s sales.” 

Mr. Chatwin believes that if the 
cost of building was too heavy for 
the Birmingham rates, a certain 
British firm would help to finance 
the new city.

Indian Deadlock 


CONGRESS 
IS COY 


New Delhi, Saturday. 


HERE is, yet again, dead- 

lock in the Indian nego- 
tiations. The Congress Work- 
ing Committee is prepared to 
accept the British Cabinet 
Mission’s offer of an interim 
government on two conditions 
—and Viceroy Lord Wavell has 
retorted that the offer must 
be accepted without qualifica- 
tion. 

Congress terms for acceptance 
were:—(1) That one Moslem re- 
presentative in the Government 
must be nominated by Congress; 
(2) that Sir Noshirwan Engineer, 
chosen to represent the Parsees. 
shall be dropped. 

Congress members havę stated 
their intention to demahd they 
be allowed to choose a Moslem 
representative “even to breaking 
point.” Gandhi is the force be- 
hind this demand. His view is 
that if Congress gives in now it 
will be reducing itself to being 
merely a Hindu party, whereas 
Congress claims to represent all 
Indian castes. The only way out 
of the present deadlock seems to 
be for Lord Wavell to form an 
interim government without Con- 
gress representatives.—B.U.P.

KILLING 
FINGERS 


By FRED WARD 


O you know what a 
physiotherapist is? You 
should, for to this par- 
ticular class of surgeon a 
dislocated spine presents 
merely a few minutes’ 

work before a cure is effected, 
injuries that may be years old 
can be put right in a few seconds, 
and the dreaded “ back-ache ” 
suffered by most women after 
childbirth presents no problem at 
all. 

In fact, the psysiotherapist (one

“If the strain nas been slight 
it may pass away with the passing 
of the burden. If the strain has 
been severe a simple manipu- 
lation is all that is necessary to 
give almost immediate and last- 
ing relief.” 


CURES 


My friend is enthusiastic about 
the benefits of physiotherapy. He 
has a grievance against those of 
the medical profession who, he 
says, having qualified to place 
M.D. after their names, rest con- 
tent with their studies of curing 
by medicine, and, when in full 
practice, look with indifference on 
any joint trouble other than a 
fracture or actual dislocation. 

Slight injuries, displacements, 
when neglected, will cause long 
periods of inconvenience.and suf- 
fering, and he suggested that in 
many cases that was due to a lack 
of physiotherapeutic knowledge 
on the part of the general prac- 
titioner. 

He told me of countless cures 
effected by men who had studied 
manipulation along with thera- 
peutics, and of his own cases in 
which injuries that were years old 
had been put right in a few 
seconds. 

I asked him about spinal cases, 
and instanced two men who had 
to give up work, permanently, 
after experiencing sudden, acute 
pain in the back while lifting.

“And yet, to an experienced

Baird's ‘Legacy’ To Science 
750,000 Words 
A Minute! 


BY A PEOPLE REPORTER 


NE of the “ mystery inventions ” upon which J. L. 

Baird, the television pioneer, was working at the 

„ time of his death was an apparatus capable of 

handling all Britain’s daily outgoing cable traffic in 
less than three minutes! 


Today, batteries of machines 
transmitting at 120 words a 
minute work long hours deal- 
ing with nearly two million 
words a day. 

Soon messages will pour out 
from Britain at the incredible 
rate of 750,000 words a minute. 

It will be possible to transmit 
twenty-five pages of five hun- 
dred words every ui- 
valent of five full-length novels: 
a minute, 

In an eight-page copy of The 
People” there are roughly 60,000 
words. In the time it has taken 
you to read the opening para- 
graph of this story it will soon 
be possible to transmit every one 
of them to Australia. 

An official of Cable and Wire- 
less, explaining the invention to 
me, said: “We hope to start in- 
stalling it in the not-so-distant 
future.” 

WORD-PHOTOS 

“ At present words are changed, 
letter by letter, into electrical im- 
pulses, which are broadcast and 
then translated into letters and 
words again at the receiving end. 

“The new method is to photo- 
graph messages, which will then 
de transmitted—on ultra- short 
waves and by means of inter- 
mediate stations at intervals of 50 
miles —at the rate of 25 photos a 
second. 

At present it takes from six 
to ten minutes to transmit a 
photo.“

change greetings with a cheery, 
bow-legged, pipe-smoking old 
Irishman who was more closely 
associated with Pretty Polly than 
anyone—alive or dead. 

For it was old Jack Marney— 
well on into his seventies he must 
be now—who was given Pretty 
Polly to look after when she was 
brought here from Ireland in the 
spring of 1903. Peter Purcell 
Gilpin, one of the greatest 
trainers of all time, bought the 
filly with another two-year-old, 
Toledo, for Major Eustace Loder, 
and the funny thing was that, 
when the two horses arrived in 
England, they all fancied Toledo 
and never gave a second thought 
to Pretty Polly. 

Gilpin really thought he had a 
second Isinglass in Toledo, who 
looked every inch an aristocrat, 
while Pretty Polly had nothing 
to commend her. But while 
Toledo finished up between the 


shafts of a baker's cart in 


Dublin, she trained on to become 
the champion filly of her time, 

Not that you could blame 
Gilpin, according to what Jack 
Marney tells me, for Pretty Polly 
was a real ugly duckling in her 
early days. She arrived in Eng- 
land with a shaggy coat that 
would have been more at home 
on a grizzly bear than a race 
horse, and for the first few 
months she couldn't be persuaded 
even to canter. 


THE FLYING 
WONDER 


She was dull and listless, and 
they could not make anything of 
her. In fact, Marney was ex- 
tremely jealous because Dan 
Vaux later head lad to Frank 
Butters, was given the flashy 
looking Toledo to look after, while 
he was left with the not-so-pretty 
Pretty Polly.

Then he rode his hack up 
to the finishing post and 
waited, and to his astonish- 
ment Pretty Polly romped home 
ten lengths in front of the others 
on a tight rein. Puzzled, but still 
unimpressed, Gilpin waited for 
his — * Sharp, who had 
started them on the gallop, to 
come up. Then he asked him 
what start he had given Pretty 
Polly. 

“None at all,” replied Sharp. 
“They started level.” 

Gilpin immediately began 
thinking fast. He was shrewd 
enough to realise that he had a 
useful filly in his stable, although 
he still had no idea what a world- 
beating smasher was . hidden 
beneath that ugly grizzly bear 
coat. However, he decided to run 
Pretty Polly in the British 
Dominion Stakes at Sandown two 
days later—one of the best wo- 
year-old races of the year. 

Gilpin’s ugly duckling started 
at 6-I—the only occasion in her 
racing career when you could get 
decent odds against her—and 
trotted home ten lengths ahead 
of the rest. 


THE MAGIC 
TRICK 


She was ridden by Charlie 
Trigg, then a young apprentice 
to that enthusiastic amateur 
rider, Sir John Thursby—the 
leading jockeys refused to ride 
Pretty Polly, who still carried 
that unsightly winter coat and 
went down to the post looking 
more like a starter’s hack than a 
race horse, Trigg, however, struck 
her with his whip during the 
race, although it was never neces- 
sary, and he was never allowed 
to ride her again. 

In spite of her thick coat 
Pretty Polly finished as cool as 
a cucumber, and Gilpin decided 
to take her home wrapped in two 
blankets and riding in the middle 
stall between the other horses, in 
the hope that she would work 
up a healthy sweat on the 
journey. 

This did the trick. When 
Pretty Polly arrived back at 
Clarehaven Lodge, Newmarket, 
the sweat was running off her in 
bucketfuls, and as Marney began 
to rub her down, all the loose 
nair came away and the stable's 
ugly duckling was magically 
transformed into a lovely. long- 
legged filly with a gleaming 
chestnut coat.
